—Uniform traffic laws for tbe Unit- 
ed States and Canada—subject to 
minor local modifications—are one 
ot tbe big, necessities for checking 
tha growing menace of the automo- 
bile accident toll. 


This la tbe view of Deputy inspec 


tor John W, O'Connor of the New 
York police department, who recent- 
ly, resigned as president ot the In- 
ternational Traffic Officers' Asso- 
ciation. 


"Tbe automobile 
baa 
brought 


into 
practice 
interstate, 
later- 


city

touring," says O'Connor. "At a re- 
sult of conflicting laws in nearly ev- 
ery Htate and city they visit, these 
tourists are often 
innocently 
in- 


volved in serious accidents. They 
drive according to the regulations of 
tbelr bom* state—and find ont too 
late that these ruled do not apply 
In other localities. 


"Rules of the road, regulations on 


passing vehicles, street 
cars and 


similar general regulations could be 
standardized, and should 1 o, in tha 
Interests of safety." 


Inspector O'Connor sees in educa- 


tion for both motorist and pedestri- 
an in safety principles and practices 
as the first rule to be followed in 
any campaign to reduce accidents. 
FAVORS EDUCATION 
"Part of the solution of the traf- 


fic problem," he explains, " rests in 
concise, simple and just regulation; 
in publicity of 
these 
regulations 
and in strict enforcement of the law. 


"The education of drivers and pe- 


destrians is the first and most im- 
portant step. If this principle is 
followed, the work of .the police will 
be that of prompters and assistants 
rather than enforcers. 
"Once .drivers 
and 
pedestrians 


know their rights, they will become 
their own regulators, as they will re- 
sent the infractions of the constant- 


ly diminishing proportion of peoplt 
who try to override the right* of 
other*."

tor John W. O'Connor of the New 
York police department, who recent- 
ly, resigned as president of the In- 
ternational Traffic Officers' Asso- 
ciation.

touring," says O'Connor. "At a re- 
sult of conflicting laws in nearly ev- 
ary state and city they visit, theie

They 
drive according to the regulations of 
their home itate—and find out too 
late that thege ruled do not apply 
in other localities. 


"Rules of the road, regulations on 


passing vehicles, street 
cars 
and 


similar general regulations could be 
standardized, and should 1 j, in the 
Interest! of safety." 


Inspector O'Connor sees In educa- 
tion for both motorist and pedutrl- 
an in safety principle! and practices 
as the first rule to be followed in 
any campaign to reduce accidents. 
FAVORS EDUCATION 
"Part of the solution of the traf- 


fic problem." he explains, " rests in 
concise, simple and just regulation; 
in publicity of

and in strict enforcement of the law. 


"The education of drivers and pe-

Attqutiou could be given 


only to confining ij. and saving property on either side. This was 
done in an admirable manner. 
One man did tbe work of two 


Big trucks were operated and heavy lines of hose were handled 
by half crews in many instances. 
In no case Avas there a full 


quota on any particular job. 


While the men did heroic work and accomplished what they 


bet out to do, there is a limit to human endeavor and the fact 
that they wore able to save property in a dangerous situation 
should not he taken to mean that they can cope with any contin- 
gency which may arise. A fire department 011 a highly efficient 
basis is one of the mobt essential assets of a city. It may not be 
weeded 3G4 days of a rear, but on ths one remaining day it may 
be able to save dozens of limes its cost in property if it is in con- 
dition to function properly. 


The fire yesterday morning should Bprvp a« a warning in 


the matter of wrecking the cffick-ncy of the fire fighting force of 
Lima. Everyone realizes that funds are low and that the city will 
lunr trouble iu operating next >ear, but everyone also realizes 
the constant, danger of the red demon and its destructive power. 
Every effort should be put forth <o add strength to the depart- 
mem, even thu homething else must go by default. 


BOY SCOUTS AS TRAFFIC COPS 


T UST where was first coined tho baying "Necessity to the 
J 
mother of invention," isn't exactly clear, but there arc inci- 


dents all about us every day which prove its correctness. 


In the early days of a new country, the pioneers provide 


themselves with crude implements as an aide to necessary work 
for their .maintenance. Improvements come from time to time 
and later generations enjoy more modern devices, which do the 
work better, more quickly and at less cost.

cle, exercises his ingenuity and rigs up for himself a makeshift 
vehicle. AJtho not so neat appearing mechanically and perhaps 
not so easy of operation or efficient in developing speed, never- 
theless it answers the purpose and prevents the boy from getting 
the notion that he's a rank outsider when his playmates race by 
with their more improved aides to travel.

In this case necessity is not only the mother of -invention, 


but it has opened wide a new avenue in the conduct of municipal 
affairs. Why not continue the*Boy Scout traffic directing plan 
Steadily, releasing policemen for more important duty in a "field 
•tti'^rr the boys would be unable to afford the sort of service re- 
quired?
